DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The amendments filed 1 February 2008 have been entered. The 35 U.S.C. 112 
rejection of claim 17 has been withdrawn. The objections to claims 12, 36 and 49 have 
been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2-3, 5, 8, 12, 17, 23, 30, 32-33, 36, 44 and 46-51 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not disclose or suggest the structure of claims 2, 32 or 46, wherein: a column hole 
is formed through the cathode leg support (of the bracket) from the depression of the 
bowl to an outer side of the bracket, or that the bottom face of the bracket is partially 
formed with columns which have column holes are passed through the PC board.
